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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-24 are allowed. Claims 4-6, 8, 11-13, 20-22 are rejoined as dependent on the 
allowed independent claims. 

Election/Restrictions 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 25-43 
directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 25-43 have been 
cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The overall claimed combination of a method of providing information to a user comprising: 
collecting information at a first computer system; creating a plurality of first web-sites at said 
first computer system from said information, each of said first web-sites being addressable by a 
unique Universal Resource Locator (URL) and each of said first web-sites being identified by a 
physical location; assigning one of said first web-sites to a user as a user web-site; and selecting 
links to a plurality of said first web-sites, other than said user web-site, for presentation on said 
user web-site based on a relationship between the physical locations identified by said first web- 
sites and the physical location identified by said user web-site is neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious by the prior art. 

Bonnaure (WO 98/04088) teaches a method of collecting information at a first computer 
system as recited above but does not disclose or teach collecting web sites, including a user's 
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web site at the common computer and providing the capability for presenting links, on that user's 
web site, to the web sites found based on the relationship between the physical locations 
identified by the user's and other's web sites. 

Ye (Master's Thesis, of record) teaches a geographic based URL address structure. 

Tornetta (US 5,032,989) teaches a real estate search and location network where the user 
specified local area is a circular area having a predetermined radius form the physical location 
associated with the user's web-site. 

Although all of the subject matter in claim 1 is described by Bonnaure and Ye, except the 
creation of such web sites, one of which is assigned to a user for both selection based on the 
physical location the web site identifies and presentation of the link selection results, this 
limitation is neither found nor suggested by either Bonnoure or Ye. Since the created web sites 
identified by a physical location element appears in the limitations of claim 1, this must be 
considered a significant limitation.
